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Highest  Court  Leaves  Texas  TVs  Illegal 


The  U.S.  Supreme  Court  has  refused  to 
hear  a challenge  to  Houston's  "disguise 
ordinance"  that  makes  transvestism  il- 
legal in  the  sixth  largest  city  in  the 
nation. 

Officials  of  the  American  Civil  Liberties 
Union  point  to  a court  policy  that  says 
a refusal  to  hear  a case  is  not  a decision 
on  the  merits  of  that  case. 

Nonetheless,  the  court's  action  on  April 
1 does  stamp  a kind  of  finality  on  the  le- 
gality of  Houston's  disguise  ordinance. 

The  State  of  Texas  argued  that  the  ordi- 
nance protects  a valid  state  interest-its 
role  in  protecting  the  survival  of  the  race 
by  banning  "homosexual  disguises.  " 

Another  argument  included  in  the  state's 
brief  is  this  one:  "An  ineffective  disguise 
may  engender  catcalls  and  slurring  remarks 
leading  to  a breach  of  the  peace;  an  efficient 
disguise  could  lead  to  trouble  after  an  ac- 
quaintance is  formed  with  the  disguise  and 
the  true  sex  is  disclosed  when  the  friendship 
becomes  amorous." 

Challenging  the  ordinance  was  the  ACLU 
acting  on  behalf  of  Richard  Mayes,  who  had 
been  arrested  a dozen  times  for  trans- 
vestism between  1971  and  1973.  Since  then 


Mayes  has  had  a sex  change  and  is  now  known 
legally  as  Rachell  Annett  Mayes. 

The  frequent  arrest  of  Mayes  made  Hous- 
ton's City  Council  rewrite  an  old  but  vague 
anti-transvestism  ordinance  that  appeared 
susceptible  to  challenge  in  court.  It  is  the 
new  ordinance  that  Mayes  tried  to  get  de- 
clared unconstitutional  by  the  Supreme 
C ourt. 

There  has  been  some  confusion  in  the  press 
on  the  court's  decision  in  this  case.  AP  and 
UPI  reports  published  in  local  dailies  said 
the  high  court,  without  comment  and  with- 
out dissent,  ruled  in  favor  of  the  Houston 
city  statute. 

But  Melvin  Wulf,  legal  director  of  the 
A CLU  in  New  York  and  one  of  the  two 
lawyers  working  on  the  case,  said  the 
court  didn't  rule  at  all  on  the  merit  of 
the  case.  With  Justice  William  O. 

Douglas  dissenting,  the  court  decided 
8-1  not  to  hear  the  case. 

Often  the  court  will  refuse  to  review  a 
cas  e while  later  accepting  a similar 
one.  Usually  no  reasons  are  given  for 
not  hearing  a case.  It  takes  assent  by 
four  judges  to  get  the  court  to  hear  the 
case. 
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Chicago  Moves  To  Restore 
Drag  Law 

While  Chicago's  City  Council  was  con- 
sidering a proposal  to  repeal  the  city's 
ban  on  persons  appearing  "in  a dress  not 
belonging  to  his  or  her  sex,  with  intent 
to  conceal  his  or  her  sex,"  the  city's  law- 
yers filed  a legal  motion  Oct.  16  to  wipe 
out  a recent  court  decision  that  the  ban 
is  unconstitutional. 

Cook  County  Circuit  Court  Judge  Jack  I. 
Sperling  had  ruled  Septo  20  that  the  pro- 
hibition violated  state  and  federal  consti- 
tutional guarantees  of  equal  protection  of 
the  law,  due  process  of  law,  and  privacy. 
Because  he  is  a lower-court  judge,  Sper- 
ling could  not  bind  other  courts  by  his 
ruling. 

The  city's  motion  asked  that  Sperlings 
judgment  of  unconstitutionality  be  vacated 
on  the  ground  that  he  had  found  that  the 
four  transvestite  defendants  in  the  case 
"lacked  the  criminal  intent  necessary  for 
conviction"  and  that  therefore  "it  was  not 
necessary  for  the  court  to  reach  the  question 
as  to  the  constitutionality"  of  the  ordinance. 

The  motion  was  to  be  heard  by  Sperling. 

The  defendant's  attorney,  Renee  Hanover, 
serving  without  fee,  was  scheduled  to  resist 
the  city's  motion  and  to  defend  them  against 
obtaining  liquor  while  under  legal  age.  The 
liquor  and  transvestite  charges  were  filed  by 
an  officer  at  the  police  station  where  they 
had  gone  to  register  their  own  charges  of 
assault  and  battery  against  personnel  of 
El  Jalisciense  tavern,  2200  W.  21st  PI. 

In  disposing  of  the  transvestite  charges, 
Sperling  had  ruled  that  the  defendants  "did 


not  succeed  in  any  way  whatsoever  in  mak- 
ing anyone  belive  that  they  were  women 
instead  of  males.  " The  judge's  view  was 
in  fact  disputed  by  some  observers  of 
their  actual  appearance  and  by  the  remarks 
of  the  city  prosecutor  at  thei  r trial 
who  stated  at  the  time  he  had  "looked  around 
for  the  defendants  and  didn't  see  any  men.  " 

Later,  however,  the  city's  motion  adopt- 
ed the  reasoning  that  because  Sperling  had 
allegedly  found  that  it  was  "impossible" 
for  the  defendants  to  "pass  themselves  off 
as  women,  " and  because  "no  man  can  le- 
gally intend  what  is  legally  impossible," 
the  judge  was  'clearly  correct  in  finding  these 
particular  defendants  innocent"  but  had 
overstepped  his  authority  in  going  further 
to  find  the  ordinance  itself  unconstitutional. 

The  city's  argument  depended  upon  the 
assumption  that  because  the  four  defendants 
"did  not  succeed"  in  concealing  their  sex 
it  was  "legally  impossible"  for  them  to 
do  so. 


If  You  Are  Arrested 


If  you  are  stopped  by  the  police,  or 
arrested,  whether  you  are  guilty  or  not, 
you  have  the  same  rights.  You  can  pro- 
tect these  rights  best  if  you  use  this 
information: 

It  you  are  stopped  by  the  police: 

1.  You  may  remain  silent;  you  do  not 
have  to  answer  any  questions  other  than 
your  name  and  address. 

2.  The  police  may  search  you  for 
weapons  by  patting  the  outside  of  your 
clothing. 

3-.  Whatever  happens,  you  must  not 
resist  arrest  even  if  you  are  innocent. 

If  you  are  arrested: 

1.  As  soon  as  you  have  been  booked, 
you  have  the  right  to  complete  at  least 
two  phone  calls  — one  to  a relative,  friend 
or  attorney,  the  other  to  a bail  bondsman. 

2.  The  police  must  give  you  a receipt 
for  everything  taken  from  you,  including 


your  wallet,  clothing,  and  packages  you 
were  carrying  when  arrested. 

3.  You  must  be  allowed  to  hire  and 
see  an  attorney  immediately. 

4.  You  do  not  have  to  give  any  state- 
ment to  the  police,  nor  do  you  have  to 
sign. any  statement  you  might  give  them. 

5.  You  must  be  allowed  to  post  bail  in 
most  cases,  but  you  must  be  able  to  pay 
the  bail  bondsman's  fee.  If  you  cannot 
pay  the  fee,  you  may  ask  the  judge  to 
release  you  from  custody  without  bail, 
but  he  does  not  have  to  do  so. 

6.  The  police  must  bring  you  into 
court  or  release  you  within  48  hours  after 
your  arrest  (unless  the  time  ends  on  a 
weekend  or  holiday,  and  then  they  must 
bring  you  before  a judge  the  first  day 
court  is  in  session). 

7.  If  you  do  not  have  money  to  hire  an 
attorney,  immediately  ask  the  police  to 
get  you  an  attorney  without  charge.

Transvestite  Murdered 
In  New  York 


William  Battles  liked  to  wear  women's 
clothing  and  possibly  because  of  this 
he  was  attacked  and  killed  by  a gang  of 
youths  near  his  home  in  the  South  Bronx. 
Witnesses  stated  that  the  assailants  taunt- 
ed Battles,  who  was  31  years  old  and 

lived  at  1042  Hoe  Ave.  , in  the  Bronx.  When 
he  tried  to  escape  they  threw  a garbage  can 
which  struck  him  down.  They  then  beat  and 
sexually  mutilated  him. 

The  police  found  the  victim  outside  904  Hoe 
avenue  after  the  assault,  which  occured  about 
two  A0Mo  He  was  taken  to  Jacobi  Hospital 
where  he  died  at  9:15  A0  M0 

The  police  said  that  according  to  witnesses 
the  attackers  were  believed  to  range  in  the 
age  between  14  and  20  years  and  were  mem- 
bers of  a gang  with  a clubhouse  on  Hoe  Ave. 

When  Oueens  Liberation  Front  director, 

Bebe  Scarpie  noticed  that  no  arrests  were 
made  when  the  police  had  five  witnesses  who 
had  described  the  gang  she  and  other  officers 
of  this  organization  went  to  work.  Within 
a short  period  the  Police  Department  made 
arrests  and  the  youths  are  now  awaiting 
trial.  If  the  organization  had  not  stepped 
in  and  threatened  to  expose  the  police  de- 
partment for  their  lack  of  interest  the  in- 
dividuals would  have  not  been  arrested. 

It  appears  that  it  was  a case  of  a drag 
being  involved  somehow  in  the  dope  push- 
ing scene  and  her  cross-dressing  had  noth- 
ing to  do  with  the  case.  Drag  queens  are 
a familiar  part  of  the  scene  in  some  black 
and  Puerto  Rican  communities  and  are 
usually  tolerated  there  than  elsewhere  in 
the  city. 


TV  Wins  Visitation  Rights 
With  His  Children 

"We  often  feel  Society,  as  a whole,  is 
against  us.  We  are  often  afraid  to  con- 
front the  world  because  of  our  "way  of 
life.",  says  Pamela  Nolan,  transvestite. 

"Recently  I ha  d my  day  in  court.  My 
ex-wife  had  decided  that  I was  not  fit 
to  have  visitation  rights  with  my  two 
children  - ages  10  (boy)  and  8 (girl). 

The  reason  given  was  that  I possessed 
a large  female  wardrobe;  many  wigs; 
paraded  in  front  of  the  children  dressed 
as  a female;  had  electrolysis  on  my  face 
in  order  to  be  better  disguised;  slept 
with  other  adults  in  my  bedroom  while 
the  children  slept  in  their  room.  " 


The  issue  was  taken  to  court.  Pamela's 
ex-wife  appeared  with  half-dozen  witnesses 
and  2 photos  of  her  in  drag.  Pamela 
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Those  who  expect  to  reap  the  blessings 
of  freedom  must  undergo  the 
fatigue  of  supporting  it.” 

Thomas  Paine  Sept.  12, 1777 
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appeared  with  her  lover  (a  woman)  who 
lives  with  her.  The  children  were  also 
there  because  Pam  requested  that  they  be 
present.  The  judge  took  the  children  to 
his  chambers  for  an  informal  talk- -just 
the  three  of  them.  His  conclusion  after 
a lengthy  talk  was  that  the  children  were 
alert,  well  adjusted,  loved  their  father 
and  his  lover,  had  accepted  the  fact  that 
Pam  lived  with  a lover  and  were  anxious 
to  be  with  them  again. 

"The  judges  conclusion  was  that  it  didn't 
matter  that  I was  a transvestite  or  that 
I was  living  with  a woman.  The  only  con- 
cern was  the  children  and  his  observations 
proved  that  the  children  were  quite  normal 
and  in  fact  highly  intelligent  and  stable." 

The  case  was  dismissed!  It  was  a major 
victory  for  perhaps  thousands  of  trans- 
vestite fathers. 

San  Francisco  Arrests 
40  Drags 

Confusion  and  protest  has  resulted  here 
from  a mass  arrest  of  40  'street  people" 
in  the  Tenderloin-Union  Square  area. 

Ten  of  those  arrested  in  the  early  morn- 
ing were  drag  queens,  charged  with  dress- 
ing in  the  clothes  of  the  opposite  sex. 

Capt.  James  Curran  of  Northern  Station, 
who  initiated  the  arrests,  referred  to 
a recent  U0Sa Supreme  Court  action  that 
permitted  a law  against  transvestism  to 
remain  on  the  books  in  Houston,  Tex.

Louisiana  Ordinance 
Forbids  Drag 

A municipal  judge  in  Alexandria,  La.  has 
been  asked  to  declare  unconstitutional 
Alexandria's  new  ordinance  forbidding  the 
wearing  of  the  clothes  of  the  opposite  sex. 

Charles  Williams,  through  attorney  Ed 
Kaplan,  said  in  a hearing  that  the  ordinance, 
adopted  by  City  Council  members,  violat- 
ed the  14th  Amendment  of  the  U0S0  Consti- 
tution because  of  vagueness  and  "failure 
to  give  a person  of  ordinary  intelligence 
fair  notice  that  his  contemplated  conduct 
is  forbidden  by  the  statute.  " 

Kaplan  cited  the  reasons  in  his  written 
motion  to  Judge  George  M.  Foote  to 
quash  the  ordinance.  The  law  carries 
a maximum  penalty  of  $200  fine  and  six 
months  in  city  jail. 

In  passing  the  ordinance,  councilmen 
referred  to  an  instance  in  which  a Louisiana 
State  University  professor,  Dr.  Reid 
Grigsby,  had  claimed  he  was  beaten  and 
robbed  by  Blacks  posing  as  females.  Two 
male  suspects  were  later  arrested  and 
charged  with  the  assault. 

Williams,  who  operates  the  Cabaret 
Lounge  was  arrested  three  times  in  a 
two-week  period  late  in  March  for  vio- 
lating the  ordinance.  Twice  he  was  in 
his  car  at  the  time  of  the  arrests,  and 
the  other  time  was  inside  his  bar.

Attorney  Dave  Roach,  police  department 
legal  advisor,  said  that  he  had  made  no 
statement  or  decision  in  regard  to  the  Tex- 
as case  and  indicated  that  Curran  was  act- 
ing on  his  own.  Roach  explained  that  it 
has  been  past  procedure  to  arrest  people 
for  "cross  dressing"  only  if  fraud  were 
involved. 

Most  of  those  apprehended  were  arrested 
for  "blocking  the  sidewalk"  and  being 
drunk  in  a public  place.  When  they  appear- 
ed in  court  Municipal  Judge  Frank  Hart 
revealed  that  the  city  had  dropped  all  the 
police  charges. 

Elliott  Blackstone,  the  police  officer  who 
had  worked  with  the  gay  and  tv  community 
here  said  that  he  had  received  no  complaints 
from  those  arrested.  The  officer  said 
such  arrests  are  common  and  "if  I tried 
to  track  down  every  drag  arrest,  that  is 
all  I would  be  doing.  " 

Blackstone  said  that  street  sweeps  "are 
an  old  problem.  Periodically,  you  have 
to  satisfy  the  local  merchants  who  apply 


pressure.  They  are  unhappy  when  people 
loiter  on  the  sidewalk,  " he  said.  "This 
kind  of  arrest  will  continue  until  gay 
people  and  others  get  people  in  Sacra- 
mento to  change  the  laws.  Take  these 
laws  off  the  books,  and  we  won't  be 
making  these  arrests.  " 

Louisiana 

The  ordinance  does  not  apply  in  such 
places  as  residences,  clubs,  lodge 
rooms,  churches,  and  schools.  Also 
exempted  are  activities  such  as  Mardi 
Gras  festivals,  parades,  and  circuses. 

Williams,  who  has  worn  female  attire 
daily  for  nearly  two  years,  lives  in 
rooms  at  the  rear  of  the  lounge.  He 
said  he  plans  to  undergo  a sex  change 
operation,  but  he  will  not  be  protected 
by  law  until  his  treatments  begin. 

Judge  Foote  took  Te  motion  under  ad- 
visement, saying  he  wanted  to  study  the 
recent  U0S0Supreme  Court  decision  that 
came  down  the  same  week  as  the  hearing, 
affecting  a similar  prohibition  against 
cross-dressing  in  Houston.

"We  have  some  fundamental  questions  to 
consider  here,  " Foot  said.  The  judge 
denied  an  injunction  prohibiting  further 
arrests  and  said  Williams  "could  help 
hilmself  by  curtailing  his  activities.  " 

City  Atty.  Morris  Shapiro  told  the  court 
several  times  during  the  hearing  that 
Williams  "should  make  up  his  mind 
whether  he  is  a man  or  a woman.  " The 
prosecutor  said  the  ordinance  would 
help  reduce  crime,  referring  ayain  to 
the  Grigsby  incident  and  another  robbery. 

But  Kaplan  argued  that  the  ordinance 
casts  all  transvestites  as  prospective 
criminals.  "I  didn't  say  these  type 
of  people  did  anything,  "Shapiro  coun- 
tered.

After  the  hearing,  Foote  said  he  felt 
the  new  ordinance  would  have  little  effect 
on  Alexandria's  crime  rate.  Most  Gays 
are  not  inclined  to  commit  crimes,  he 
said,  and  pointed  out  that  Williams,  who 
also  uses  the  name  Vicki  Gay,  has  no 
criminal  record. 

Mayor  J hn  K.  Snyder  said  the  ordinance 
was  intended  to  apply  only  in  criminal 
activities,  and  was  not  meant  to  allow 
wholesale  arrests  or  repeated  challenges 
of  an  individual 's  preference  for  wear- 
ing clothing  of  the  opposite  sex. 

Williams  and  his  attorney  have  already 
agreed  to  take  the  case  to  the  9th  District 
state  court  here  if  Foote  rules  in  favor 
of  the  city.  Kaplan  belives  Foote  will 
follow  that  course  in  his  ruling. 

On  the  editorial  pages  of  the  ALEXAN- 
DRIA TOWN  TALK  the  weekend  preced  - 
ing  the  trial,  general  assignment  report 
er  Jo  Tubb  wrote  a humor  column  point- 
ing out  that  she  oo  uld  be  arrested  for 
wearing  blue  jeans  and  other  articles  of 
men's  clothing,  and  Kaplan  cited  her 
statements  as  well  as  fears  by  Gays  that 
police  could  use  the  ordinance  against 
them  on  the  basis  of  wearing  cosmetics, 
hair  spray,  and  wigs. 


Kaplan  argued  that  judges,  juries,  and 
policemen,  as  well  as  the  general  pub- 
lic, are  forced  to  interpret  the  council's 
intent  because  the  ordinance  is  too  vague  - 
ly  worded.  He  pointed  to  the  three 
arrests  of  his  client  as  evidence  that  the 
police  could  and  would  use  the  ordinance 
as  a basis  for  harassment. 

But  Police  Chief  A.  Jack  Rogers  discount- 
ed claims  of  harassment,  and  said  he 
would  be  guilty  of  malfeasance  in  office 

if  he  kept  his  officers  from  enforcing  the 
law. 

Williams  , said  Rogers,  would  continue 
to  face  possible  arrest  as  long  as  he  con- 
tinued to  wear  women's  clothes. 


'I  don't  care  which  way  the  court  rules, 
really,  because  the  ordinance  has  already 
done  its  work,"  said  Rogers.  He  said 
a group  of  some  20  or  more  black  trans- 
vestites left  Alexandria  immediately 
after  the  ordinance  went  into  effect.  A- 
mong  them,  said  Rogers,  were  the  two 
arrested  for  the  Grigsby  assault  and 
robbe  ry . 

Kaplan  maintained,  however,  that  he 
believed  officers  were  taking  out  their 
personal  dislike  for  Gays  on  Williams. 
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A DRAG  INTERVIEW  WITH 
TRANSVESTITE  COUNSELORS 

Garrett  Oppenheim 


There's  a counseling  service  called  CONFIDE  (full  name:  CONFIDE -Personal 
Counseling  Services,  Inc,  ) , which  is  becoming  increasingly  popular  with  trans- 
vestites and  transexuals  who  want  help  on  personal  and  emotional  problems. 
Thier  unusual  method  has  long  interested  your  editor, who  decided  it  was  time  to 
take  a closer  look.  The  following  interview  Garrett  Oppenheim,  CONFIDE'S 
director,  and  Fae  Robbin,  his  associate,  is  the  result. 


) 
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LEE:  I've  been  hearing  good  things  a- 

bout  the  way  you  help  transvestites 
and  transexuals,  but  I have  yet  to 
met  one  who's  seen  a CONFIDE 
counselor  face-to-face.  Why 
so  invisible? 

GARRETT:  I guess  invisibility  is  our 
secret  ingredient,  Lee,  It  makes 
it  easier  for  people  to  tell  us 
what's  really  bothering  them,  and 
it  speeds  things  up  no  end. 

LEE:  Your  invisibility  speeds  things 

up?  How,  for  heaven's  sake? 


GARRETT:  Well,  you  know  it  isn't 

easy  to  tell  painful  or  embarass- 
ing  secrets  to  another  person 
when  that  person  is  right  there  in 
the  room  with  you.  It's  inhibit- 
ing. So  we  ask  our  clients  to 
spill  their  problems  into  a cassette 
recorder  and  mail  us  the  tape. 

Or  they  can  talk  into  CONFIDE's 
tape  recorder  over  the  telephone -- 
with  nobody  listening*  Or  they  can 
send  us  a letter,  if  they  really 
feel  more  comfortable  writing 
than  talking.  One  or  two  letters 
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or  tapes  usually  gives  us  the  kind 
of  information  that  can  take  weeks 
or  months  to  surface  in  convention- 
al sounseling. 

FAE:  Sometimes  they'll  say,  "You  know, 
in  all  my  life  I haven't  told  a soul 
about  this.  " And  on  a tape  you  can 
actually  hear  how  relieved  they  are 
just  to  get  it  out. 

LEE:  What  sort  of  things  come  out  this 
way? 

GAREETT:  Oh,  fears  about  sexual  per- 


formance. Bondage  fantasies.  Rub- 
ber and  leather  fetishes.  Admission 
of  bisexuality.  You  want  actual 
cases  ? 

LEE:  Hopefully. 

GARRETT:  OK.  Of  course  I'm  not  go- 
ing to  give  you  any  real  names. 

Well 

FAE:  Let's  tell  Lee  about  the  Magic 

Panties  case,  ^his  young  man-- 
suppose  I call  him  Chris --was 
losing  his  potency  and  felt  his 
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marriage  was  going  to  break  up. 

Then  one  day  he  tried  on  his  wife's 
panties --and  right  away  he  got 
the  biggest  erection  he'd  had  in 
years.  He  told  his  wife  about  it, 
and  she  said,  "Wear  them  to  bed.  " 

It  worked  wonders  for  their  sex 
life.  But  one  day  she  came  home 
and  found  him  dressed  in  her 
evening  clothes.  She  said  he'd 
have  to  cut  that  right  out  or  she 
was  through.  So,  to  oversimpli- 
fy a bit,  there  was  Chris  in  this 
awful  dilemma:  Either  give  up 

cross-dressing  and  lose  his  po- 
tency or  break  up  his  marriage. 

LEE:  Were  you  able  to  help  him? 

FAE:  Yes.  After  two  sessions  with 

Chris  and  one  with  his  wife,  he 
became  more  discreet  and  she 
became  more  tolerant.  At  last 
report,  the  marriage  was  going 
strong- -and  with  no  loss  of  po- 
tency. 

GARRETT:  Then  there  was--you'd 
recognize  his  name,  Lee,  if  I 
mentioned  it.  He's  a well  known 
sportsman.  And  I wouldn't  even 
tell  you  which  sport  he's  in,  but 
it's  one  that  constantly  exposes 
him  to  danger.  This  confused  in- 
dividual- -let' s call  him  Barry- 
started  cross-dressing  at  the  age 
of  five.  His  mother  encouraged 
him  for  several  years,  then  told 
him  he'd  better  learn  to  be  a man 
and  not  a queer.  Barry  grew  up 
trying  to  prove  that  he  really  was 
a man,  going  into  athletics  and 
sports  to  the  point  of  feelhardines s 
and  developing  a torso  like  a 
young  god's. 

But  he  never  stopped  cross-dress- 
ing. He  lived  in  fear  that  his  straight 
friends  would  discover  it--that  he'd 
be  branded  a queer  and  a queen,  and 


so  on.  He  asked  us  if  we  could 
help  him  overcome  his  need  to 
cross-dress.  He  wanted  to  be  in 
love  and  have  a so-called  normal 
life  and  stop  living  in  fear. 

LEE:  Just  what  do  you  do  when  you  get 
a tape  like  that- -or  a letter? 

GARRETT:  Well,  first  we  extract  all 
we  can  from  the  message.  Then 
we  have  a conference  on  it.  If 
we  feel  ignorant  about  some  par- 
ticular aspect  of  the  problem  we 
consult  an  expert- -maybe  a psy- 
chiatrist, or  a doctor  who  gives 
hormone  treatments  - -or  the  edi- 
tor of  DRAG.  We  usually  let  our 
answers  simmer  overnight  before 
we  send  a reply. 

LEE:  What  do  you  tell  a person  like 
Barry  to  do? 

GARRETT:  Lee,  we  try  to  avoid  tell- 

ing people  what  do  do.  We  des- 
cribe the  alternatives,  and  what 
they  entail.  Then  we  leave  the 
deciding  up  to  the  client.  After 
all,  it's  his  life. 

FAE:  Let  me  fill  you  in  on  what  I told 

Barry.  First  of  all  I convinced 
him  that  crossdressing  is  neither 
a sin  nor  a perversion.  . it's  just 
one  of  the  innumerable  beautiful 
ways  of  achieving  sexual  self-ex- 
pression. It  wasn't  hurting  any- 
body except  himself- -and  him 
only  because  of  all  that  needless 
guilt.  I told  him  there's  no  such 
thing  as  a surefire  cure  for  the 
cross -dresser. 

Then  I explained  that  he  could  end 
his  inner  conflict  by  choosing 
either  of  two  paths.  He  could  try 
to  supress  his  desires  and  live  a 
life  that  would  be  in  many  ways 
frustrating  and  disappointing,  but 
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would  at  least  end  his  fears  of  be- 
ing found  out.  Or  he  could  decide 
to  be  the  person  he  dreamed  of 
being,  giving  free  rein  to  his  de- 
sires and  savoring  his  special  kind 
of  excitement,  but  living  always  in 
danger  of  dis covery--especially  if 
he  remained  in  a small  community. 
I reminded  him  that  he  was  used  to 
living  with  danger.  The  only  thing 
he  really  had  to  cope  with  was  the 
guilt--caused  by  other  people's 
attitudes.  And  I promised  him  that 
either  way,  when  he  was  inwardly 
ready,  he  would  meet  the  right 
mate. 

LEE:  How  many  sessions  did  all  that 
take? 

GARRETT:  That  was  all  the  first 
session.  You  see,  one  of  the 
big  advantages  of  our  invisibil- 
ity is  that  it  gives  us  time  to 
conver  and  consult  on  a problem 
behind  the  scenes.  We  don't  fire 
off  quickie  answers.  The  tape 
or  letter  we  send  back  to  a client 
is  likely  to  be  something  he  can 
chew  on  for  a long  time. 

LEE:  Well,  what  was  Barry's  reaction 

to  that  first  session?
